Keeping abrenst wlth
tho strenuous times. tlie doll remalns
In second place, whlle the fascinatlng
Teddy Bear, wlth hls mascullnc way
and mantier. shines and smllcs us the
Toyland King. But wlllle Presiden1;
Roosevelt has put tho bear in front of
the plcture, he has hurt tiie trade of
the man wlio makes toy trains, because
tlie rantlng against tlie transportation
companles has eliilled thc deslre ¦>!
children fo operate them, for thc rc:i-
son that the passenger rate on dolls
nnd Teddy bears, In bulk, may be cut
below tho prolit-earning stage.

Mrs. Fearn Will Describe Labors
ofNCarmen Sylva in Behalf

"of Blind.
Jlrs. Frances Fearn, of New Orleans,

wldow of Hon. Walker Fearn, Unlted
States Mlnlster for many years to for¬
eign courts.Among then) Greece and
Houmanla.is in the city, und
stopplng at the Jefferson Hotel.
Born ln Keritucky, ihe daughter and

sister of Confederate soldlers, Mr.i.
Fearn Ir pre-eininently and typlcally
a Southern woman. Her homo was
transferrcd at an early date ln her
llfe from Loulsville to New Orleans,
the clty of lier udoptlou and affec-
tion. Her husband's ancestors, origlnn'.-
ly Virginians, went from this State to
Alabama. In hls young nianhood Mr.
Fearn was brought Into close touch
Wlth President Jefferson Davls, of the
Confederacy, and rendered to the
South Important dlplomatic service at
St. Petersburg, in England, and Ct
other foreign eourts.

Friend of Queen.
During President Cicveland's ndmin-

istratlon Mr. Fearn was appolntM
Ambassador to Greece. and afterward,
for four years, was Mlnlster to Rou-
manla. Wlth the. Queen of thls eou.i-

try, Mrs, Fearn formed a frlendship
so Intimate and endurlng in Its nature
tliat she is now travellng through
America and the South as tho c'
worker of C'armen Sylva, brlnging her
message ln behalf of thc bllnd, and
describing tiie work which the Queen
is dolng ln her own land in behalf of
thls helpless and afflicted clasa oi*
her people.

Mrs. Fearn will talk to thc members
of the Woman's Club on Monday af¬
ternoon In relation to her own worlc
ahd in relation to C'armen Sylva, s,.o
whose. influence sho traces much ot
wuat ls best and noblest in herself.
The time and place ot a lecture lo
bo given in Rlchmond later, under the
nuspices of ropresentativo Kichmond
women. and lllustrated wlth beautiful
plctures of the C'ueen and Rounianian
scenes will be announced as soon ns

Mrs. Fearn's return from abroa.i.
where she and her daughter, Mrs. S.
Bar.-i. French, spent some time to-

gether in Swltzerland, aeter Mrs. Fearn
left thc Roumanian ,court. haa be-;n
comparatlvely recent. She posses.ios
a most magnetic personalltv, and is so

full of feeling and enthusiasm in re¬

gard to her work that she cannot
fail to Impress others with whom she
is brought in contact.
